PLANNING THE PLANNERS 


Vy HEN the Schuster Committee on the Qualifica- 

tions of Planners was set up (as long ago as the 
middle of 1948) we noted, with some misgiving, that 
there were no technicians, no practical planners, in- 
cluded in its membership. The Committee has now 
reported” and we cannot help regarding the Report 
as the result of a lack of conversant knowledge of the 
full implications of physical planning. Laymen are 
not so conversant, however appreciative they may be 
of the results of or necessity for planning or however 
capable of listening to evidence 


Of all those concerned with planning there is no 
doubt that the profession most qualified by training 
and experience to grasp the full meaning of physical 
planning is that concerned with architecture and 
building; this is true at least up to the level say of the 
County Planning Authority—beyond that, in Regional 
or National Planning, the architect, though still 
important as a type of mind capable of the right kind 
# synthesis, may still have to be a prominent member 
of a team led by some other “ Plannet 


This is not altogether the view of the Schuster 
Committee. Its conception of three-dimensional 
Design—which is planning—or by whatever other 
term it may be known—*‘ Town Planning,” “Civic De- 
sign,” “ Urban Landscape,” and the rest—seems, like 
all lay opinion, to be confined to what it can really 
understand—that is organization and paper plans 
The major part of this Report is concerned, not with 
any real appreciation of the fundamentals or the re- 
sults of planning, but with the type of official 
mechanism which shall govern the kind of mind that

“submits” itself to become a “planner.” It all seems 
to lead to an end which will give us a docile type of 
person, strictly brought up to routine, to the correct 
ways of procedure, whose imagination is educated- 
out and whose initiative is controlled by Acts of 
Parliament. In other words, when we have got the 
Committee’s system for educating “Planners” into full 
order—the term “planner” will be one that is coupled 
with “Civil Servant” in most people’s minds. Great, 
imaginative design does not of course happen that way 
whether it be found in a bronze by Benvenuto or a 
piazza by Bernini. 

This Report is a long document and, being well 
padded, its somewhat creaky progress is well- 
insulated from the average hearing. Doubtless it was 
felt that the subject would not be understood by the 
average layman unless there were quite long chapters 
on the “ History of Planning,” “ The Scope of ‘Town 
and Country Planning,” “ The Facts of the Situation.” 
Or perhaps the lay committee itself wished to con- 
vince the interested world that it really had tried to 
find out what it was all about. Then, having got clear 
of this explanatory top-hamper, we discover the Com- 
mittee posing as a real pedantic heavyweight; the basic 
qualifications of a chief planning officer (italics ours) 
are, it says, innate intellect and character, sound 
educational discipline, some specialist education for 
planning, practical training and experience. (We can 
imagine most selection boards’ facial expressions 
when they add, “he better had—too!”) The follow- 
ing are considered by the Committee also to be helpful 
for the advancement of thought and understanding of 
the subject of Town and Country Planning—{a) his 
torical studies; (B) studies of contemporary condi- 
tions; (C) study of current day by day practice and 
experience; and (p) collection and analysis of results

of these studies. Well! Well! ! We do wonder how 
such hackneyed wisdom can be sent out to the world 
by the very same committee which insists that the only 
real training for planners is that of a University 
general degree course. “The chief planning officer 
should normally have received such an education 

he must be able to appreciate good design . . . all 
but exceptional persons will be better able to tackle 
major planning problems if they had a university 
education, nevertheless there are exceptions . . .” (for 
which last—thanks! ) 


Out of all this mass of words the Committee 
makes what it calls “our chief practical conclusion” 
the need for an authoritative national institution to 
fulfil the purposes of education and research, settle 
qualifications and the granting of recognitions to 
qualified persons. In short, the answer is—-with much 
heavy advice of prosy and pedantic quality—to leave 
it all to some new or existing body to deal with; with 
some mild indication that (with much reorganization 
and purging) this should be the Town Planning Insti- 
tute; and that is where we came in. 


This planner-who-is-he business seems to be 
basically a sort of struggle for power. ‘The Govern- 
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ment and its advisers, and even the Local Authorities, 
are beginning to realize the immense power which 
lies within the provisions of the Town and Country 
Planning Act and, through it, in the hands of Plan- 
ning Officers. ‘Therefore, the last-named gentlemen 
must be got on to the spot before they realize their own 
powers. This is the kind of outlook of most politically - 
minded laymen—especially those with academic, legal, 
or economic training and positions. On the other 
hand, each profession—law, finance, engineering, sur- 
veying, architectural, and so on—-thinks its members 
are the very boys to boss the job of planning. But 
while they argue and hesitate amongst themselves, the 
political lawyers and economists manoeuvre so that, as 
heretofore, the key positions and the power remains 
with themselves to hold or to dispense 


We are inclined to think that perhaps the best, 
if not the only, way to establish the architect’s claim 
as leader of a team for physical planning would be to 
leave each one of the new towns in the hands of a 
single profession to plan and get built and to see what 
they all look like at the end of five year periods; when 
the experiment ends—say at the end of twenty years 

we might be a little nearer knowing the qualifica- 
tions for planners—without political bias

THE NEW HOUSE OF COMMONS ‘ 
B* the time this appears in print the King will 


have opened the new House of Commons. 
week ago the National Press wrote the building up. 
The prominence given to the subject was, as is usual 
in such matters, extremely varied. 


It ranged from a 
two-column article on the correspondence page of 
The Times to no mention whatever in the Daily 
Herald. 

The Times article written by their Architectural 
Correspondent, was admirable and included an histor- 
ical note and a clear description of the new building, 
with reasons why the present design was adopted. 
The writer however questioned the rightness of the 
policy of making the new Chamber similar in layout 
and style to the old. He thought that the bold 
policy would have been to have designed a building 
frankly belonging to the present time. He admitted 
that there were arguments against such a course, and 
doubted whether the resources of modern architecture 
would allow so important a public building to achieve 
the dignified ceremonial atmosphere required. In 
general The Times found a conflict of ancient forms 
and modern functions but paid tribute both to Sir 
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Giles Gilbert Scott for solving many difficult prob- 


lems, and to the high standard of craftsmanship of 


much of the work. 

The Daily Express carried an article by their Parlia- 
mentary Correspondent in which the Chamber was 
likened to a giant tithe barn, the nave of a chapel, or 
an upturned heart of oak. Sir Giles was described as 
ship’s master architect and as being capable of taking 
infinite pains. Sir Giles was reported as having said 
that no one “made any money out of this.” The 
article was mainly devoted to a description of the 
improved conditions for pressmen and a conversation 
on craftsmanship with the architect. 

Beverley Baxter, writing in the Evening Standard, 
thought that the Chamber was too compact and said 
that the first impression was of a Dutch interior. 


The Daily Mail did not mention the architect or 
the architecture at all but devoted nearly a column to 
the mechanical installations of Dr. Oscar Faber. The 
now famous periscope for the on duty 
caught the reporter’s imagination; maybe there 
is a moral in that.

The Daily Telegraph, as one might expect, stressed 
the traditional aspect on the craftsmanship of the 
work. The Daily Mirror, looking for a heart throb, 
made a headline of “The old men have built a new 
House for Britain to be proud of,” basing this on a 
statement by Sir Giles that most of the stone carvers 
were old men, some of whom had come back from 
retirement to work on the job. According to this 
reporter ‘“‘for a few moments these craftsmen had 
their reward in the shining, emotional eyes of the 
politicians who stood in the Lobby.” Later, doubtless 
swallowing hard and fighting back the tears he wrote 
“they—-the visitors—were filled with happiness and 
awe that in this day and age the hands of a few old 
men could softly coax tradition, memories, splendour, 
security and fine hopes out of stone and wood.” 
Excuse me, while I blow my nose. 

The Birmingham Post referred to Sir Giles’ “science 
in the use of space’ but expressed faint disappoint- 
ment with the Chamber “‘so new, so softly coloured, 
so smoothly and winningly efficient.’”” The writer 
even went so far as to refer to it as “this modernistic 
chamber” which reminded me of those with ducks- 
head handles which I saw at the B.1.F. last year. 


The Yorkshire Post talked of the compromise be- 
tween old and new and “the new dynamic strength 
and beauty” which Sir Giles has given to the Cham- 
ber. The Manchester Guardian in comment and two- 
column article referred several times to mock Gothic 
and praised the craftsmanship while staying aloof from 
giving an opinion on the architecture. The Glasgou 
Herald headed a column “Symbolism of New Com- 


mons” and praised the achievement. Gothic in 
style,” it said “‘the new House harmonises discreetly 
almost imperceptibly—with Sir Charles Barry's 


world famous Westminster sky line.” I do not think 
that that was quite what the writer meant. 


I think it is now safe to reveal that some time ago 
1 paid an unofficial visit to the new buildings. I did 
not envy Sir Giles his task and | wondered who else 
could have done it so well. Generalisation on so 
involved a problem seemed to be quite out of the 
question. The excellence of the craftsmanship is 
unquestionable but I raise an eyebrow (and purse 
my lips) at Gothic folding doors to telephone boxes 
and I did not like at all the lighting fittings in the 
corridors. 

Much has been made of the heating and air con- 
ditioning installation but all will depend on the skill 
of the man who looks through that periscope.

There 
is an outside w.c., with pram shed 
It is largely on the lack of the bath and 
outside sanitation that the authorities 
reject the Dorran house, but argument 
advanced by Tarran ts that the costs 
would jump immediately these were 
incorporated within the unit. Eight 
men can erect a block of two houses 
in eight hours. Average life is given 
as 60 years and rental as 9s. per week 

It is claimed that if a substantial 
order were placed the cost per house 
could be reduced to £400. Plans are 
now being prepared for a two-storey 
house, cost of which is estimated at 
10 per cent. more than that of the 
single storey unit

Partial Reversion of Soft- 
wood to Private Trade 

The Board of Trade have decided that 
in the present position of the world 
timber trade it is right to allow a 
measure of private trade in the import 
of softwood and mining timber, which 
have been publicly bought since 1939, 
Timber Control will continue to buy 
in hard currency areas and will also be 
responsible for importation from tim- 
ber-supplying countries in Eastern 
Europe. A licence signed on October 
11 allows anyone to open negotiations 
with exporters in Sweden, Finland, 
France and Austria, and various other 
soft currency countries for softwood to 
arrive on or after January 1, 1951. Full 
details of the scheme have been circu 
lated to the trade. 

This scheme in no way affects the 
licensing of softwood to consumers. 
The timber position does not allow of 
any relaxation of control of the use of 
softwood, and all necessary measures to 
ensure this control will continue to be 
rigorously enforced.

HE Leylands Estate on the outskirts of Derby is 
being developed as an Old People’s Home by the 
Linen and Woollen Drapers’ Institution and Cottage 
Homes. The Institution provides homes and assist- 
ance for old people in the Drapery Trade, and it has 
decided that its War Memorial should be in the form 


of a New Home at Derby to supplement that already 


existing in Mill Hill. 


The ideal is that every old person should have a 
home of their own as long as they are physically able 
to maintain it, and for such people the cottages on 
the Estate are provided, each cottage consisting of a 
living room, bedroom, kitchen and bathroom, designed 
to take one or two people, as a certain number of 
married or related couples come to the Homes, but it 
is not the intention of the Institution that strangers 


should share accommodation. 


Twenty-four flats are provided in two blocks, each 
flat consists of one bed-sitting room with a small 
kitchenette, and with communal facilities in each 
block. These are for older people who either do not 


wish to have a cottage or who would not be able to 


maintain tt. 


As the people get older it has been found from ex- 
perience on the Mill Hill Estate that they reach a 
stage at which they are no longer able to look after their 


own premises, but are still able to do a certain number

of things for themselves, and for this purpose a Rest 
Home with 16 beds has been provided in which each 
person has their own bed-sitting room, with communal 
bathing and dining facilities. This is combined with 
the Nursing Cottage in which sick or bedridden patients 
are cared for; the nursing staff is available at all 
times for those in the Rest Home who may require 
assistance in dressing, moving about the home, or 


bathing, etc. 


A hall for social activities forms part of the scheme. 
Shows will be provided from time to time and religious 


services may be held there. 


The site (which slopes from North-East to South-West) 
formed the grounds of an existing country house, which 
is being retained to provide some accommodation and 


central staff quarters. 


The layout has been carefully arranged to retain as 
much as possible of the existing gardens and trees, a 
number of which are very fine and will provide a 


very pleasant setting for the building. 


The cottages generally are of traditional construction 
and it is intended that each cottage should have an 
open fireplace in the living room, but that background 
central heating should be provided throughout the 


Estate. The provision of centralised hot water system 


is being examined.

Peace Petition 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Sir,—In_ contradistinction to Mr. 
Topp, | feel that it was extremely 
gratifying to see that a number of very 
eminent members of the profession 
utilised your columns in order to urge 
architects to adopt attitudes of greater 
responsibility than hitherto. It is un- 
fortunate, however, that in so doing, in 
spite of their good intentions, they 
demonstrated the truism that when a 
specialist pronounces upon matters not 
connected with his special field, he tends 
to put his foot in it. The demand to 
which it is urged that we give our sup- 
port contains certain political contra- 
dictions to which it is important to draw 
attention if we are to arrive at a con- 
sequent and socially responsible posi- 
tion as architects. 

The demand is that atomic weapons 
be banned and brought under inter- 
national control. Banning immediately 
calls for an act of Jaw, which implies an 
executive power to ensure the observ- 
ance of this law, and thus, concretely 
in this instance, the formation of an 
international police force powerful 
enough to enforce the discontinuation 
of the production of atomic weapons 
(why is the demand limited to atomic 
weapons and not extended to include 
all armaments? The answer to this 

uestion is, as we shall see, the clue to 
the whole business). With what 
weapons, then, must such a force be 
equipped in order to be effective ? 
The answer is obviously bigger and 
better weapons. In the present align- 
ment of forces, there is no doubt which 
power is equipped with the bigger and 
better weapons, and thus, which is the 
only power in a position to do any 
banning which might be required. 
Since, however, the much coveted 
position of international policeman is 
precisely the prize for which the present 
“cold” war, with unfortunately all too 


realistic Korean stage effects, is being 
fought and furthermore, since it is 
America’s superiority in atomic weapons 
which constitutes the decisive obstacle to 
Russia’s bid for this prize, it is not 
surprising that the demand in question 
emanates from the Communist Party. It 
thus becomes clear that the demand to 
tan atomic weapons, while ostensibly 
a demand for peace, is in reality a 
demand for the intensification of the 
present “cold” war which is leading to 
the “hot” war which will mean the 
end of civilisation. We should there- 
fore be very wary of including Com- 
munists under the category of “men of 
good will’. the more especially so since 
the content of their “good will” has 
been decisively demonstrated in every 
action in which the Communist Party 
has participated, outstanding among 
which is the Stalin-Hitler pact which 
precipitated the second world war and 
the present enslavement of Eastern 
Europe. Peace lover indeed, “com- 
rade” Stalin ! 

If it is argued that the will of the 
people is a sufficient weapon to enforce 
the discontinuation of the production 
of armaments, the answer is that the 
will of the people can find effective 
expression, not on worthless scraps of 
Paper such as a peace petition, but only 
when canalised into effective action 
independently of those who prove by 
their continued war preparation, re- 
cruiting drives, and armament pro- 
duction that the will of the people is 
not a matter of any special concern to 
them. Since war and what it involves is 
the direct negation of the social! func- 
tion of our profession, we as architects 
are surely included among the people 
It is therefore as architects that we must 
register our protest. 


Our job is to provide the people with 
a suitable environment in which to 
carry on their social life. To do this we 
need large quantities of miaterials,

labour and machinery, but within the 
framework of war preparations these 
are being denied us and our profession 
is rapidly being rendered redundant. 
We should therefore demand, not that 
atomic weapons be banned, but that 
materials and productive equipment be 
made available to us in order to enable 
us to carry out our job. This is 
concretely a demand in and for 
peace which can become an effective 
first step towards peace immediately 
architects proceed to take an inventory 


of resources and to investigate in 
public the most rational methods of 
utilising these resources in order to 


solve problems connected with shortages 
of houses, hospitals, ete., 
among which methods the production 
of armaments is obviously not included. 
To warriors we should therefore say: 
It may be that we will not be able to 
hinder you for some time to come, but 
what you do, you do without us. In 
the meantime we will continue to 
behave as architects, in which, as not 
in war-making, we will be assured of the 


schools, 


support of the great majority of the 
people.

Editorial Notes 


This sheet deals with openings in 11 in. brick cavity walls. 


' The details at (A) show a wood window and door in an \1 in. cavity wall with the frames positioned in the outer 


leaf of the cavity wall. 


At (Al) a damp proof course is needed over the window head in order to close the cavity and direct any moisture 
which may collect in it to the outside face. Weep holes should be provided to allow the water to escape. 


The cill is provided with a damp proof course in (A2) in order to prevent rising moisture entering the joint between 
the cill and brickwork. 


The window jamb at (A3) is set in a rebate in the brickwork and the outer and inner leaves are separated by a 
damp proof course of slates set in cement mortar. 


~~ shows a section through a door at cill level. A flexible damp proof course is provided 6 in. above ground 
level and in this case forms the damp proof course under the door cill. The flexible damp proof course is taken 
under the bitumen laid as a waterproofer to the floor. 

Details at (B) show a wood window and door with the members spanning the cavity. 

At (BI) a wrought iron bar is needed to carry the outer 4) in. skin of brickwork. A flexible damp proof course 
closes the cavity and one end is taken between the wrought iron bar and the brickwork and projects outwards to 
form a drip. 

The stone cill at (B2) spans across the cavity, a damp proof course is therefore provided behind and underneath 
it, in order to prevent moisture reaching the inner leaf of the cavity. A water bar set in white lead is provided 
between stone and timber cills. 

In (B3) the window frame spans the cavity, and no damp proof course is necessary. 

An open timber floor is shown in (B4). A damp proof course is provided under the door cill. The door rests on a 
metal channel which is provided with weep holes to allow any water running down the face of the door to collect in 
the channel and escape through the weep holes. 

The window details at (C) show a precast concrete frame to a window in a cavity wall. 


In (Cl) the damp proof course closing the cavity is taken over the concrete head and dressed over the front edge 
in the form of a drip. A metal cavity sub-frame is used to bridge the cavity. 


In (C2) a damp proof course is provided under the throated concrete cill. 
No damp proof course is required at (C3) as the cavity sub-frame bridges the cavity. 
At (C4) a wood door is shown on a solid floor, the level of which is well above ground level. An additional damp 


proof course is provided under the door cill. In exposed positions a weather board (dotted on drawing) should be 
provided to throw any water away from the door.

Overseas Students’ Study of the English 
Home 


“The Evolution of the English Home” is the subject of a 
survey arranged by the British Counci! in London for a 
group of 15 overseas students from 12 countries. 

Starting on Monday, October 23, a series of lectures 
was given by Mr. Eric Jarrett, A.R.1.B.A., and visits were 
arranged to see residences of various periods in the London 
area. 

These included houses with historical associations as 
well as architectural features, such as Dr. Johnson's house, 
Sir John Soane’s house in Lincoln's Inn Fields and Carlyle’s 
house in Chelsea. The students also visited a modern 
housing estate of Westminster City Council, flats in Hamp- 
stead and Bloomsbury and a suburban house at Pinner, 
Middlesex. 

The survey is one of a number of activities arranged by 
the British Council for overseas students who are already 
in the United Kingdom, to enable them to gain an insight 
into life in this country in out-of-study time 

The countries from which they come are Ceylon, Columbia, 
France, Finland, Gold Coast, India, Jamaica, Malaya, 
Nigeria, Saudi-Arabia, Switzerland and the U.S.A. 


Survey of Open Country 


Local Authorities are urged in a circular* issued by the 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning to put in hand 
immediately the survey of “open country” to be made under 
the National Parks and Access to the Countryside Act, 
1949, and to decide what arrangements are necessary for 
providing access to such country. 

In doing so they are asked to consider whether access to 
open country is already adequate for the needs of their areas 
and, where the public already have a right of access, whether 
further action is necessary. For example, there may be 
instances where the public already have access because of 
friendly understanding or mutual indifference between land- 
owners and the public, and the Minister of Town and Country 
Planning thinks there will often be no need to disturb this 
relationship by taking formal action under the Act. 

Under the National Parks and Access to the Countryside

Access to Open Country.” 


Act planning authorities may make agreements with land- 
owners to give people right of access over certain specified 
areas. Failing agreement, they may make access orders. 
The circular recommends that where agreements or orders 
are in force any special restrictions which they impose on 
public access be kept to the minimum, particularly on Bank 
Holidays. Provision can be made in orders for excluding 
the public at certain times in unforeseen circumstances—for 
example, when a rare bird is nesting—but it is hoped that 
such special restrictions will not often be imposed 

Public rights do not extend over land which is under 
cultivation, and local authorities are advised to issue suitable 
warnings to the public of this. 

They are also asked to consider making byelaws if com- 
plaints are made about public behaviour on access land. 

Although local authorities are given until December 16, 
1951, to complete their survey, and their reports are due 
within a year of this date, they are asked not to wait for the 
maximum period to expire, but to send in the reports as 
soon as they are ready. 

There is a special procedure for dealing with objections to 
orders which affect woodlands and gathering grounds, but 
local authorities are asked to try to reach agreement with the 
owners or bodies concerned before making such orders. 
They are also asked to consult with the local representatives 
of the Ministry of Agriculture before making orders or agree- 
ments which would affect agricultural land. 


Architectural or Historic Interest 
Protected Against Demolition Orders 


Housing and local planning authorities have been reminded 
in a circular* issued by the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning that the Housing Act, 1949, enables houses of 
special architectural or historic interest to be preserved 
where they would otherwise have been subject to demolition 
orders. It also provides for financial assistance to render 
such houses habitable. 


The Ministry have called attention to the importance of 


ensuring that the special character of such buildings is not 
injured when they are repaired or improvements are made 
to them. The circular also gives details of the procedure to 
be adopted for notifying local planning authorities of pro- 
posed works to such buildings.

"THE bomb in 1941, though doubt- 

less deplorable, nevertheless pro- 
vided an opportunity for improving the 
conditions in which MVLP.s and their 
staffs had previously been compelled to 
work, 

It might also have been an oppor- 
tunity to erect a truly contemporary 
building. 

But the new House of Commons 
conforms generally to the recommend- 
ations made by the Select Committee. 
This fact has to be borne in mind when 
commenting on the design. The Com- 
mittee’s Report states that “a Cham- 
ber of wholly novel character was ruled 
out by the terms of reference. A com- 
petition, therefore, could only have 
been held within restricted limits, and 
would probably have involved the 
Committee in the difficult and invidious 
task of deciding between the work of 
men of great distinction in their pro- 
fession.” 

However debatable this approach to 
the problem may appear to the archi- 
tectural profession, the new House is 
now a “ fait accompli,” and since any 
architect’s freedom to design in a con- 
temporary idiom would have been 
limited by the terms of reference, criti- 
cism would be invidious.

This aerial view illustrates clearly the space restrictions imposed by the site. 
The new Chamber, with its external wall facing of Clipsham stone, stands out 
as a temporarily bright patch amidst its more sombre neighbours. The height 
of the new Chamber was limited by the requirement that it should not interfere 
with the skyline of the other buildings designed by Sir Charles Barry. 


Architecturally the new Chamber is in a class by itself. 
Hemmed in by Gothic styled buildings, of which it forms the core, 
it can make little contribution to London’s external architecture, 
except from the air. Internally the House serves a limited number 
of people whose comfort and working conditions are, perhaps, of 
more importance than public or architectural reaction. It is, 
therefore, on planning and services that the chief interest focuses. 

If the new House satisfies the requirements of its users, it may 
within certain limits be described as a good building. Whether it 
will so satisfy remains to be seen. 


The main advantages of the new design as named by the 
Select Committee are: 

|. Preservation of the traditional dimensions and essential 
features 
Increase of Press seats by 68 (from 93 to 161) and increase 
of Strangers’ seats by 67 (from 259 to 326). 


3. Concentration in separate galleries of reporters and 
Strangers. 


4. Improvement of vision from all Strangers’ seats. 


5. A thorough up-to-date system of heating, ventilation and 
lighting. 
6. Provision of secretarial, interviewing and conference rooms 


not available in the old House. 

7. Improvements to Whips and Staff Offices. 

Sir Giles Gilbert Scott has described this building as the most 
complex with which he has ever had to deal. In view of the com- 
promise demanded by the requirements—which can briefly be sum- 
marised as concealing up-to-date construction and services beneath 


a traditional skin within a limited space—the architect’s comment 
is easy to believe.

new Chamber is steel framed and the 
concentrated loads at the stanchions 
vary up to 600 tons. As two new floors 
were planned below the existing level of 
the Chamber, it was not possible to 
design a foundation which would carry 
the high stanchion load without project- 
ing aoove the existing raft [he raft 
was therefore excavated at stanchion 
points, the sides of the excavation being 


raked at 45 These excavations, whicn 
vary in depth up to about 3 ft. 6 ins., 
were lined with asphalt, specially 


selected for its load bearing quality. The 
Stanchion bases of reinforced concrete, 
contorming to the shape of the excava- 
tion, were thus combined with the raft 
to spread the load. 

To avoid noise on the site, all riveting 
was done in the shop—connections on 
the site being welded or bolted 

Floors are of in situ concrete slab or 
hollow tile construction, except where 
shuttering dilficulties necessitated the 
use of pre-cast Slabs. 

The walls are taced externally with 
Clipsham stone, the same stone being 
used for internal masonry of which 
there is a considerable amount in 
arches, windows and the screens to the 
gallery in the Chamber 

internally, carved and treated oak has

SERVICES 
Heating and Ventilating 


The requirement for greater accommo 
dation in the Chamber itself and in ad 
joining suites and offices not only com 
plicated the planners’ task, but increased 
the problems of installing the very com 
plex system of ventilation, heating and 
lighting: problems which, owing to the 
constantly changing occupancy of var- 
ious sections of the building and the 
individual preferences of members, have 
hitherto remained unsolved.* 


Lighting in the Chamber

oak. A cold cathode unit is mounted 
behind every ceiling panel. The glazing 
of the panels is tinted oak colour so that

SUBSIDIARY SERVICES 


The smooth running of the House depends on a number of 
mechanical services. Of these not the least important is the clock 
system. This comprises a master clock in the control room linked 
to 172 slave dials of various sizes but indentical design throughout 
the House. The six sub-circuits connected to the master clock are 
linked to control indicator clocks in the control room. Thus when 
acircuit is out of order (as in the picture p. 471) it can immediately 
be identified and corrected. The clock systems operates on half- 
minute impulses from a chloride battery 


Emergency lighting is provided by constantly illuminated pilot 
lights supplied either from the mains or by a large emergency 
chloride plant with a capacity of 180 a.h. at 10 hour rate. This 
can supply a load of 10 kw. at 240 volts for three hours. 


Sound amplification in the Chamber is by suspended micro- 
phones relayed to miniature loudspeakers in the seat backs. The 
system is controlled by an operator in a cubicle at the south end 

| of the Chamber. 


In addition to the telephonic communication system, which 
includes direct lines to newspaper offices, there is a pneumatic tube 
system between the Press Gallery and the Post Office in the House 
for the despatch of cables and telegrams. Three teleprinters con- 
nect to principal towns outside London 


Messages within the House are relayed by the annunciator 
system. Messages are set up in a central operating room and 
electrically transmitted to receiving instruments throughout the 
buildings. The message appears in a glazed panel and remains 
until replaced by a succeeding message
